Hail Christmas—It Brings Out the 


Old Scrooge in Us 


It is one of the small wonders of this wonderful season 


that once again millions of people in English-speaking lands 
are getting acquainted with Dickens' "A Christmas Carol." 
If anybody read it at any other time of year—which seems 
unlikely—he might find it a sentimental allegory inhabited 
by characters who reveal their exaggerated vices and virtues 
in stilted, archais language. But now it seems delightful. 


Probably the reason for the story's endurance is that 


there is a little bit of Ebenezer Scrooge in all of us, and 
Christmas time brings it out. For this most meaningful and 
elaborate of our holidays can also be something of a chore. 


It seems somehow that Christmas gets more complicated 


and commercialized every year. The stores are more crowded, 
the prices are higher, and there are more cards to send and 
less*time for sending them. Then there is the last-minute 
Christmas Eve rush for presents that were forgotten. If 
there are young children in the house, excitement keeps 
them awake too late and up too early—and too noisy. Pres- 
ents must be assembled in the brief interlude, and never mind 
worrying about sleep. There won't be much. 


Then comes The Day. And what happens to Scrooge 


happens to us. Apart from the religious significance and 
emotion, there is that good and special feeling which every- 
.body re/fcognizes as the Christmas Spirit. The kids never 
seeznecl sweeter, or friends closer, it is easy to love our 
'neighbor, whoever or wherever he may be. The world hasn't 
changed. But something momentarily has happened to a lot 
of people in it, and it is a pleasanter place. 


Scrooge's remarkable Christmas Eve adventures made 


a new man of him from that time forth. Most of the rest 
of us are not so fortunate. 
But perhaps a little of the 


Christmas Spirit clings to us and accumulates through the 
years of ordinary days. Let us hope so. And let us be thank- 
ful for this minor miracle of good will, and try to foster it!

Adolescents' Problem Is 
Thai oi 
% Emotional Control 


It .sometimes .seems ns though 


the period of life known ns ado- 
lescenre is more neglected than 
any other. From tho health stand- 
point, enormous progress has been 
made in the control of those dis- 
eases which formerly took the 
lives of no many small children, 
but In many respects the study of 
the particular problems of ado- 
lescence seems to have lagged be- 
hind. 


Adolescence is defined «s that 


period of life between puberty and 
maturity and encompasses roughly 
the years from 12 to 19 or 20, per- 
haps being somewhat earlier in 
girls than in boys. 


The chances of contracting some 


fatal disease during adolescence is 
comparatively slight, and while ef- 
forts to Improve the health of all 
ages. Including adolescence, must 
continue, the major 
problem 
is 


emotional and mental development 
during this period since these play 
such an important part in later ad- 
justment to the problems of matur- 
ity. 


A specific problem which should 


be tackled more vigorously is the 
problem of automobile accidents 
among these youthful members of 
our society. 


The emotional characteristics of 


adolescence have been studied re- 
peatedly. 


One report on this subject con- 


cluded that the adolescent is strug- 
gling for independence against the 
rules set up by grownups. Those of 
us who have passed through this 
phase ran remember our own atti- 
tudes and certainly can corrobo- 
rate this statement. 


EMOTIONS CHANGE RAPIDLY 


During adolescence, the report 


goes on. speech and behavior, from 
day to day, are frequently contra- 
dictory. The adolescent commonly 
seems to be an idealist and yet cer- 
tainly does not act this way. In his 
relations with others the adolescent 
may hate violently at one minute 
and love violently at the next. 


As a rule, the adolescent hides 


his own feelings, at least from 
grownups, but may be exceedingly 
talkative and open with those of 
his own age. 


A better understanding of the 


adolescent and his emotional prob- 
lems on the part of parents and 
teachers in particular may greatly 
aid in the establishment of a stable 
personality in adult life.

Six Others Die 
After Conviction 
As West Agents 
MOSCOW UP)—The Soviet 


Union closed the books today 
on Lavrenty P. Beria. The 
government announced that 
the longtime boss of the se- 
cret police (MVD) and six of 
his henchmen were shot by a 
firing squad Wednesday after 
a secret five-day trial. The 
Soviet supreme court found 
them guilty of high treason.' 


Beria, 54, held the Soviet Union's 


highest honors and had been ele- 
vated to the No. 2 Kremlin post of 
first deputy premier and interior 
minister after Joseph Stalin died 
nint month* ago. Three months 
later, in June, Premier Georgi 
Malenkov's government arrested 
him and denounced him as a trai- 
tor to the state and communism. 


The execution announcement to- 


day was the first disclosure that 
Beria's trial had been going on 
sinct Friday behind locked doors. 


Asked Death 


The hearing opened two days aft- 


er the Soviet press published in- 
dictments against Beria and an- 
nounced the names of the six other 
defendants. The papers at the 
same time started blasting the 
seven as the vilest kind of betray- 
eri and reported that mass meet- 
ings throughout the country were 
unanimously 
calling for t h e i r 


deaths. 


The eight-man tribunal, under 


Marshal Ivan S. Koniev, a World 
War II hero, passed sentence after 
"The guilt of all the accused was 
completely proved in court by the 
evidence and also by oral and writ- 
ten confessions," the government 
newspaper Izvestia said. 


•Secret Agent' 


The official announcement said 


Beria and those who had conspired 
with him tried "to put the ministry 
of internal affairs above the party 
and the government for the pur- 
pose of seizing power" and aimed 
"for restoration of capitalism." 


As early as 1919, Beria "occupied 


the post of secret agent" in Azer- 
baijan, acting with groups "under 
the control of British intelligence 
organs," the announcement said. 
It added:

In Lincoln, Neb., it was a dbg. 


let. The lawnmower plugged him 
In the toe. And a lawn rake had 
it in for John Plumbe in Santa 
Cruz. Calif. He raked up a-shot- 
gun shell, raked it along with the 
rest of the rubbish to a bonfire. 
Bang! 


Another unexploded bit of am- 


munition that blew its top in '53 
was a peaceful relic of the Civil 
War. A shell'from a-nearby bat- 
tlefield had long resided on the 
mantel of the Ishmael Lynch home 
in Port Gibson, Miss. It fell off, 
and exploded, blasting holes in the 
floor, walls and ceiling. No cas- 
ualties.

State Rabies 
Control Law 
Starts Jan. 1 


SPRINGFIELD. 111. -Of special 


interest to dog owners is new Illi- 
nois legislation which will go into 
effect Jan. 1. 


Designed to help control deadly 


rabies, an amendatory act adds as 
follows to a law which became ef- 
fective two years previously: 


"A dog that has bitten a person 


and has not been surrendered im- 
mediately by its owner to the pub- 
lice pound when such a pound ex- 
ists, must be delivered without de- 
lay and within 21 hours to a li- 
censed veterinarian for impound- 
ing at the expense of the owner. 
Such veterinarians must report to 
the supervisor, of the public pound 
or other local designated police or 
health authority within 24 hours, 
the owner's name, address, date of 
impounding and date of biting: 
must impound the animal for 15 
days from the date of biting and 
notify the supervisor of the public 
pound or other local designated 
police or health authority in writ- 
ing of the final disposition 'of the 
animal at the termination of the 
period of impounding." 


x 
Not One Case 


The state department of public 


health reported that there has not 
been a case of rabies in man this 
year. The last reported cases in 
llinois of rabies in humans were 
>ne death in 1952 and two deaths 
n 1949. A disease of the brain and 
pinal column which cannot be 
•ured, rabies is always fatal. High- 
y infectious, its virus attacks man 
.nd all warm blooded animals and 
birds. 


The number of positive cases of 


•abies in animals in Illinois is less 
his year than last. The state 
health department reported 345 
cases last year and only 262 
hrough November this year. The

Texas. 
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1953 total is expected to be about 
285. There were 190 cases in 1951 
ind 214 in 1950. State officials 
pointed out that even though the 
lumber of cases appears reduced 
this year it must be recognized 
that a sudden outbreak could boost 
the total in a short period of time. 


Because of their domesticity as 


well as the fact that they are 
biting animals, dogs are responsi- 
ble for 80 to 90 per cent of the 
cases in human beings. Vaccina- 
tion each year is the only measure 
except strict confinement which 
can protect dogs against rabies, 
state health officials warn. 


Infected Saliva 


The virus, which does not sur- 


vive outside the body, is spread by 
infected saliva of rabid animals. 
Although infection u s u a l l y is 
caused by biting, it could follow 
the licking of even a tiny scratch 
on the hand by a rabit pet. The 
incubation period varies with the 
amount of virus introduced, tht 
site of the wound and the multi- 
plicity and severity of the bites. 


Apprehension and observation of 


any animal which has bitten a per- 
son is of first importance, state 
health officials say. The animal 
should not be killed, even if it de- 
velops signs of rabies while pen- 
ned up and under observation of a 
veterinarian. If an animal has to 
be killed in order to capture it, or 
if it dies while under observation, 
laboratory examination of its head 
should be made. 


Any person bitten.by any animal 


should notify a physician and local 
health authorities immediately in 
order that anti-rabic 
(Pasteur) 


treatment may be begun as soon 
as possible if the animal is be- 
lieved to. be or proven rabid.

Hospitals in 
Dlinois Must 
Be Licensed 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. — All hospi- 


tals in, Illinois except federally- 
owned institutions and hospitals 
operated or licensed by the stato 
Departments of Public Welfare and 
Public Safety are now subject to 
licensing by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Health. 


Dr. Roland R. Cross, director of 


the state health department, said 
today that license form applies 
tlons are being mailed to adminiS' 
trators of approximately 300 hos- 
pitals to be affected. 


The new lav.-, passed by the 1953 


legislature and approved by Gov- 
ernor William G. Stratton. re- 
quires applications on forms pro- 
vided by the health department. 
Previously, only the maternity de- 
partments of these hospitals were 
required to be licensed by the 
state health department. 


Purpose of the new law is to 


tablish and enforce standards of 
hospital construction, maintenance 
and operation which will assist 
hospitals in their efforts to provide 
high-quality patient care. Dr. Cross 
said. 


A Hospital Licensing Board to 


advise the department and to ap- 
prove licensing requirements is to 
be appoi-.ted by Governor Stratton. 
The seven-man board will'be com- 
posed of physicians, hospital ad- 
ministrators and hospital trustees.

WA8HINGTON-(NEA)-Th« U. 8. Army has developed MI elab- 


orate plan for the defense of American troops against possible germ 


Wa ^anticipates that enemy germ weapons will be primarily directed 
at Inducing respiratory diseases in the men. 


Secondary targets will-be meat-producing animals and all plant 


foods in an effort to starve the country to its knees. 


Spray tanks on aircraft and aeri 


al bombs are considered the most 
likely means of delivery, although 
defenses are planned for germs 
sent by rockets, missiles and artil- 
lery and mortar shells. 


Intensive study on d e f e n s e s 


against possible biological warfare, 
which have been carried on by the 
air force and navy with the army 
since World War D, have led to 
tho conclusion that the primary 
use by the enemy of germs will be 
against the civilian population. The 
army experts believe that tactical 
biological warfare, alone, against 
troops, would not be decisive. 
• • • 


Thin Information is revealed for 


the first time as a result of the 
White House order eliminating the 
security classification "restricted." 
The facts are contained in an army 
field manual called " D e f e n s e 
Against Bloloplcal Warfare," The 
introduction states: 


"The purpose of this manual is 


to provide information for use in 
biological warfare defense train- 
ing. It Is intended also to serve as 
a guide to all echelons in deter- 
mining responsibilities in the vari- 


ous phases of this field, especially 
in connection with staff level rela- 
tionships." 


Up until now the whole subject 


of biological warfare has been one 
of the most closely guarded areas 
of secrecy in the services. Part of 
the reason for permitting the man- 
ual to lose its security, along with 
a mass of other previously restrict- 
ed Information, Is because of Its 
civil defense importance. 


"Restricted" was the lowest se- 


curity classification after "confi- 
dential," "secret," and "top se- 
cret," in that order. In eliminating 
the "restricted" classification the 
XVhite House felt that the designa- 
tion had been abused and that reg- 
ulations on the remaining catego- 
ries could be observed better.

in advance. The epidemic nature 
or the retroactlvlty of some agents 
might make them dangerous either 
for the user or for adjacent friend- 
ly personnel." 


The explosive munition shell is 


not considered a very satisfactory 
means of delivering germs. "The 
greater the explosive force which 
is icquired to rupture the munition, 
the finer the dispersion of the 
agent: but also the result Is great- 
«r destruction of the agent by 
heat, pressure and the toxic gasses 
simultaneously p r o d u c e d , " the 
manual explains. 


Other limitations on germ wea- 


pons are said to be difficulty of 
storage, danger of transportation, 
the natural or acquired immunity 
of the persons under attack, and 
the availability of vaccines and 
antibiotics.

"Modern method* of c o n t r o l 


would probably prevent large-scale 


epidemics," the mamial claims 


The army chemical corps has 


been given over-all responsibility 
for carrying out details of defense 
against germ weapon attacks. Offi- 
cers and non-coms trained in the 
art are now in every army unit, 
down to the lowest levels. 


The army medlcai service is 


charged wih providing and opera- 
ting special laboratories in the 
field ca'pable of quick analysis of 
evidence of germ attack. 


The key factor in an adequate 


defense against germ warfare, the 
manual warns, is the individual's 
maintenance of a very high stand- 
ard of personal hygiene. Also, it 
says, "extra consideration and im- 
portance must be given to all 
phases of unit health, such as 
supervision of the kitchen, latrine, 
housing of personnel and insect 
and rodent control." 
.« • « 


In the event of actual germ at- 


tack on troops Uhe Immediate de- 
fense would be very similar to 
that prepared for gas warfare. 
Protective 
clothing, masks and 


shelters will be provided. In addi- 
tion, the book says, ''first aid 
should include extra care of cuts 
and abrasions and food and water 
should be used only from approved 
military sources." 


The army 
has decided that 


germs are especially well suited 
for enemy sabotage. The manual 
says: 


"The greatest effects from sabo- 


tage would be on production and 
on morale of an inadequately in- 
formed population. It is a good 
sabotage weapon because of the 
ease of manufacture in small 
quantities, ease of concealment, 
possible disguise as legitimate lab- 


oratory procedure and susceptibil- 
ity of route of entry into the target 
(that 
IB. foodstuffs, 
beverages, 


drugs, cosmetics, forced air venti- 
lation systems and subways)." 


Jt Is expected that the release of 


this manual to the public will aid 
the efforts of the federal civil de- 
fense agency In educating the pub- 
lic on this danger.

Young calves one to three days 


old are most likely to get an in- 
fection, overeat or suffer 
from 


lack of vitamins. 


If your calves appear weak, dull, 


lose their, appeities, have difficul- 
ty in breathing, stand with their 
heads down and backs up and have 
diarrhea, call your veterinarian at 
once. 
They may die in a short 


time if they are not treated. 


If you use good management 


practices, you will probably not 
have this trouble. Keep young 
calves from getting chilled by pre- 
venting drafts. Disinfect all feed- 
ing equipment, and keep the calve* 
in clean, dry. well-bedded pens. 


When calves are bom. disinfect 


their navel with tincture of iodine. 
Let them nurse for two to four 
days; 
then 
gradually increase 


their feedings. If any of them ap- 
pear sick, keep them away from 
other calves. Keep calves of the 
same age together, and avoid mix- 
ing those of different ages.

Devotes life 
To Ministry 


Knew Hand of God 
In Battlefields, 
Red Prison Camps 


FOSTERS, Mich. — (.?) — Eu- 


gene L. Inman, who felt the hand 
of God in the battlefields of Ko- 
rea and thiough the cold, hungry 
horror of a Communist prisoner-of- 
war camp, has decided to dedi- 
cate his life to the ministry. 


The 22 yeai-old evsoldier re- 


tumed to his Fosters home Sept. 
21 after tlnce years in the hands 
of the Reds. He is living in a 
trailer next to the home of hia 
parents. Mr. and Mrs. David M. 
Inman, near Saginaw. 


Soon after Chnstmas he and hia 


bnde of two weeks. Rosemary, will 
leave for Kankalce, 111., where h« 
will begin a four-year pre-semi- 
nary course at Olivet Nazarcne 
College. 


After graduation theic. he will 


go to Kansas City for thiee more 
years at the Church of the Naza- 
iene Seminary. 


Although Inman's decision to de-

recently, it was nui lured by the 
sight of death an$ the biamwash- 
Ing of the Reds.

Back home Inman met Rose- 


mary Miller, daughter of Mr. and 
Mis." Lester Miller, in church. The 
ne\t day Inman proposed. They 
were married Nov. 28. 


Inman feels he owes God some- 


thing. 


"If !t weren't for the help of 


God," he says, "I wouldn't be 
here now."

"wonder metal," is now emerging 
from a Senate investigation as the 
"fantastic metal.". 


Adequate supplies of it are the 


key to whether Russia or. the U.S. 
might win a World War 111, De- 
fense Department ofifcials admit. 


It's 58 i>er cent lighter than stain- 


less steel, about five times stionger 
than aluminum and extremely re- 
sistant to heat and coirosion. But 
only a trickle of about 2000 tons 
per year is being produced today, 
whereas plane makeis say they 
alone could use 250,000 tons an- 
nually if it were available. 


Uncertainty over an adequate 


future supply of titanium is said 
to have stalled scores of new de- 
signs of superfast planes and guid- 
ed missiles on the di awing boaids. 


The Army's need for titanium is 


second only to that of the Air 
Force. Oidnance experts say that 
titanium could be used in just 
about eveiy laige piece of equip- 
ment which the Army has. it 
could be used to make tanks and 
other weapons up to 40 pei cent 
lighter, or much stronger. Use of 
titanium in its base has aheady 
changed the 81 mm. moitar from 
a two-man to a one-man vi capon, 
for example. Used in aitilleiy 
shells it could add 34 per cent to 
their range. 


Because of titanium's icsibtance 


to coirosion, Navy ships built with 
the metal would never need paint 
nor have to be mothballed.

Titanium oxide, as a pigment, is 


already widely used in house paints 
and women's make-up. Othci com- 
mercial uses aie believed almost 
unlimited.

It 
could gi eatly extend the life of any 
product \\hich must withstand heat 


An Interior subcommittee, head- 


ed by Sen. Geoige W. Ma lone (R , 
Nev ), is trying to find out why, 
with the need so great, so little 
lias been done to increase the sup- 
ply. 


Testimony has icvealed that de- 


fense officials icpoited then mini- 
mum 'iced foi titanium would be 
35.000 tons per jear by 1955 but 
that this estimate was cut to 22,- 
000 tons by the Office of Defense 
Mobilization. 


Malone is also outiaged by his 


discoveiy that most of the oie 
being handled in the US. comes 
fiom Austialia and India. 
The 


same oie foims aie found in gieat 
abundance in the U S and Can- 
ada, his committee has been told. 


Titanium is the fourth 
most 


abundant metal found in the eaith's 
citisl. behind aluminum, iron and 
magnesium It is silveiy \\hitc in 
pine foim. The big tioublc us that 
it's c\Uicmely difficult to piocess 


fiom ore foim into usable metal 
This accounts for its almost piohi- 
bitive cost of $15 to $25 a pound foi 
sheets and shapes.

mushrooming bUMiicss. They In 
clude DuPont, Kennecott Copper, 
National Lead, the Ciane Company. 
Union Carbide. Allegheny Ludlum 
Steel and otheis. 


Because of the tremendous cost 


of piocessing titanium, these firms 
are 
proceeding cautiously. 
But 


they aie all getting financial help 
fiom the government in the form 
of fast tax write-offs of new plants 
and guarantees to buy all of the 
metal that is produced. 


In spite of the seeming- slow de 


velopment of titanium, it is point 
ed out that it has come along fast 
er in the last five yeais than alu 
minum did in its fust 30 years.

The biggest single deluge of mail 


was inspired by the electrocution 
of the Rosenberg spies. For several 
weeks before the event an average 
of 20,000 letters and postcards a 
week was received on the subject. 
Most did not require an answer. A 
good percentage was from foreign 
countries and had to be read by 
interpreters to make sure other 
important foreign correspondence 
buried in it was found. 


Other typical letters in Uie "last 


resort" category include pleas for 
paidons, requests for review of 
some decision of a federal agency 
and appeals to redress any num- 
ber of wrongs which the writer 
believes he has suffered. 


A weekly three-page report Is 


prepared on mail received. Top 
item on it is marked "support." 
This tells how many letters have 
been received favoring some presi- 
dential action or decision. On a 
12,000-letter week, "support" usu- 
ally runs close to 500 letters. "Cri- 
tical" will run about 100. 


Strangely enough, taxes and the

Only letters of top urgency reach 


Ike's desk. And when the import- 
ant ones are more than one page 
long, they're briefed on a small 
yellow piece of paper which is 
clipped to the letter. 


A very few letters — from old 


friends, or those marked personal 
from heads of foreign states to top 
officials—get to his desk unopened. 
The mail room has elaborate elec- 
tronics equipment for examining 
all-mail to make sure that nothing 
which might injure the President 
is enclosed. 


Ike personally answers several 


hundred letters per week, either 
by direct dictation or by suggesting 
what ideas must be included. He 
does not have the habit, like his 
predecessor, of dashing off hand- 
written notes when the mood hits 
him. 


The only thing he does in his 


own handwriting is add long post- 
scripts or personal notes on the 
bottoms of letters.

The President's mail accounts 


for a goodly share of all that is 
delivered to the White House. Ma- 
mie gets at least 600 letters a week 
and sometimes a great many more. 


She takes a more personal in- 


terest in answering the mail than 
Ike, who just doesn't have the 
time.

WASHINGTON (.*>—Never before 


in the history of the country have 
the.people had to depend so blindly 
on the military wisdom of iti 
leaders. 


The Russians have atom bombs, 


they may have hydrogen bombs, 
and the number of their troops un- 
der arms is impressive.

Since the wisdom of these deci- 


sions may not be known for years, 
it has to be assumed meanwhile 
that the military planners know 
what they are doing. 


We are to'd that scientific de- 


velopment of new weapons sine* 
World War II have' been astonish- 
ing, changing the old concepts ot 
fighting a war. 


In the atomic field the size and 


power of the bombs are not known 
by the public. They can't even be 
imagined. Laymen know only that 
they are many times more power- 
ful than those dropped on Japan. 


Some 
idea 
of 
their 
power, 


although still beyond the ability ot 
the lay mind to comprehend, wa» 
given by President Eisenhower in 
his Dec. 8 speech to the United 
Nations. 


He said the United States stock- 


pile of atomic weapons today "ex- 
ceeds by many times the explosive 
total of all bombs and all shells 
that came from every plane and 
every gun in every theater of war 
through all the years of World 
War II."

sians he said anyone who tried an 
attack would be repaid quiokly by 
having his homeland laid waste.

Cornstalks and 
Straw Cut Down 
Soil Erosion 


URBANA — Leave cornstalk* 


and soybean straw on top of th» 
'round to stop large losses of soil 
and water from sloping fields. 


Experimental work at the Uni- 


versity of Illinois has shown that, 
on a four percent slope, plots cov- 
ered with broken cornstalks lost 
only 193 pounds of soil In a two-inch 
rain in one hour's time compared 
with a loss of 4,148 pounds of soil 
on a bare plot. 


W. F. Purnell, extension noil 


conservationist at the university, 
says cornstalks and straw save 
soil by protecting it from the ham- 
mering and beating action of fall- 
ing raindrops. They also help to 
hold back and slow down the run- 
off water and with it the movement 
of soil. 


There's a lot of energy in falling 


raindrops. It has been estimated 
that the energy expended by a one- 
inch rain on an acre of ground li 
equal to that required to plow ten 
acres of land. 


A soil in good condition has the 


fine particles clumped together in 
course granules. Such a soil can 
absorb water quickly because of 
the large openings between th« 
granules. However, rain breaks un- 
protected granules into fine par- 
ticles that clog the openings of the 
surface and seal it over. This de- 
creases the rate at which water is 
absorbed, and there is more run- 
off with a resulting Increase in 
'erotlon.

During the Nine Empty Days,

Neglect Causes Youths to Bypass Science 


By DOUGLAS LARSKN 


WASHINGTON—(NBA)— Ameri- 


can schools, through neglect, are 
causing the nation'f youngster* to 
bypass the most lucrative career 
field that exists today. 


This conclusion was reached si- 


multaneously and independently in 
a report made to the Ford Founda- 
tion-sponsored Mid Century Con- 
ference on Resources For the.Fu- 
ture, and in a study of public 
schools in 42 states made by the 
National Education Association. 


The careers which American 


children are ignoring, partly be- 
cause of their own laziness, it is 
claimed, are in the' field of sci- 
ence. This includes engineering, 
where the greatest shortage of all 
exists, in addition to the broad 
fields of medicine and industrial 
and scientific research. 


Positions in these 
professions 


and occupations are among the 
most highly paid. too. 
» • * 


Despite this demand, "there are 


those 
who advocate 
that 
the 


teaching of physics and chemistry 
be abolished in the great majority 
of high schools." says Earl P. 
Stevenson, reporting to the Ford 
Foundation. He is a noted scientist 
and adviser to the Atomic Energy 
Commission. 


"Man's insatiable curiosity con- 


cerning the physical world is the 
greatest resource of all as we face 
the pioblem of indefinite growth 
in a finite world." he says, "de- 
manding more science education. 


"Yet 
this educational process 


now appears to be breaking down 
at the first stage." he warns, "and 
we are in danger of not develop- 
ing and conserving this unique re- 
newable resource." 


An independent study made by 


the Future Scientists of America, 
with the National Education Asso- 
ciation, offers up several reasons 
why students are not taking more 
science courses in school, despite 
obvious future opportunities in the 
field and the obvious tremendous 
interest of American kids in scien- 
ific-type toys, the mysteries of 
space travel and atomic subjects. 


No Cure Yet for Colds, 
But Numerous Remedies 


Of all the conditions affecting 


the human being, the common cold 
is undoubtedly the one evoking the 
greatest 
number 
of 
remedies 


which vary from commonsense to 
nonsense in nature. 


Yet, despite these'various claims, 


the still most accepted method of 
caring for the common cold is 
bedrest, the Educational Commit- 
tee of the Illinois State Medical 
society points out. 


Just why some persons are moie 


susceptible to the common cold 
than others is not known. In fact 
it was only in recent years that 
the cause of the common coRl. 
namely a filterable virus, was sus- 
pected. 


The condition takes its name 


from the fact that no one seems 
to be immune from it. On the av- 
eiage, a person is estimated to 
have at least two colds a year. 
Since the average duration of a 
cold is about five days, one can 
estimate the economic factors in 
loss of time at work, reduced ef- 
ficiency and accompanying debili- 
ty- 


A big cante of this tiouble, a 


spokesman for the FSAF says, is 
the very "late start the schools 
make in teaching scientific sub- 
jects. He "insists such subjects as 
nuclear energy, jet plane flight 
and electricity can start being 
taught in kindergartens and on up. 
They're doing it successfully in 
some advanced school such as In 
Cleveland, he says. 


However, 
the great mass of 


schools don't begin teaching such 
subjects 
until about 
the 
ninth 


grade. The FSAF study involved 
a poll of 425 science teachers in 
schools located 'in 42 states with a 
total enrollment of 326,000 stu- 
dents. The icsponses were frank- 
ly self-critical. Here are some of 
their replies: 


"Many promising students arc 


not allowed to elect science courses 
due 
to 
group 
scheduling and 


poor counseling by home room 
teachers." 


"Our guidance people are not 


sufficiently acquainted with the 
needs of industry nor of the op- 
portunities." 


"Too 
much money spent on 


handicapped, not enough on gift- 
ed." 


"The dynamic nature of the »ci- 


cntific and engineering fields tends 
to make obsolete or inadequate 
s c i e n c e 
textbooks, laboratory 


equipment 
and 
the instructor's 


storehouse of information." 
• * * 


Another root of the trouble Is 


the drastic shortage of science 
teachers in the public schools. Tn 
1P50 there was a shortage, too. but 
today there are 4S per cent fewer 
than there were then. 


In addition to causes attribut- 


able to their own shortcomings 
and a scarcity of their numbers 
science teachers cite th* following 
reasons for decline of interest in 
science courses: 


"Too many students shy away 


from science because they are 
afraid it will lower their grade av- 
erajre." 


"It Is difficult to sell a long- 


range idea of future occupation -in 
science. Many of our students can 
obtain jobs paying more than the 
beginning science jobs with no fur- 
ther training." 


Many science teachers also feel 


that they are handicapped by the 
general tendency of schools to 
"de-emphasize 
subject 
matter." 


They further claim that too many 
elementary teachers have social 
science majors and as" a result 
"pay RS little attention to science 
as they can." 


As a result, they claim, most 


students icach higrh school with * 
minimum of interest in science. 


No Cure Yet 


Until the speific vims is deter- 


mined, a specific cure or prevcnta- 
live cannot.be established. While 
some of the newer antibiotic and 
antihistammic drugs have alien 
atcd or abated the symptoms o: 
the common cold, they are no 
completely 
effective. 
Once 
th< 


medication is withdrawn, the cold 
sometimes reappears. 


Because the common cold mani- 


fests itself differently, research- 
eis are inclined to suspect there 
are many types of colds, all of 
which attack the respiratory tract 
with similar symptoms but in 
varying degrees of intensity. 


In some persons, a sore throat 


is a fore-runner of a cold, while in 
others the condition appears sud- 
denly with attacks of sneering, 
chills and headache. In some per- 
sons, the cold is accompanied with 
aches and pains generally through- 
out the body. The muscles are 
sore and there is a distinct feeling 
of lethargy which persists for days 
after the acute symptoms have 
disappeared. 


More Symptoms 


In the acute and severe bouts, 


the victim's eyes tear consider- 
ably and the eyelids become red 
and swollen. Nasal secretions are 
profuse. In very susceptible per 
sons, coughing is an added misery, 
often producing an intense sore 
ness In the chest and abdominal 
muscles and resulting, frequently, 
in nausea. Because of the inflam- 
mation throughout the entire res- 
piratory tract, It is no wonder that 


cry susceptible persons develop 
a severe laryngitis with Its ac- 
:ompanyuig hoarseness. 


The person with the common 


cold is m a state of misery. The 
•sense of taste becomes less acute 
and > the discomfort is heightened 
by a loss of appetite. 


Seasonal Affair? 


Strangely enough the common 


cold is not a seasonal affair, al- 
hough the condition is mo're ram- 
pant during the winter months. 
Sever colds do occur in the spring. 
summer and fall. As yet there is 
no positive evidence to point to 
:he exposure to tirafls as a source 
of colds, although many persons 
can trace the beginning of fc cold 
to such an occurrence. Just why 
some persons develop a cold when 
exposed to chilling or dampness 
and others do not is not known. 


If a cold develops, the best 


treatment is bedrest. Because the 
condition is so communicable, it is 
wise to isolate oneseli to obviate 
its spread. Then too bedrest en 
ables one to keep warm which is 
essential in the care of the com- 
mon cold, and forestalls the devel-
